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Population. — Eleven ninlo adult members having died, their population fell 
down by that number; but to the total strength there was an 
addition of 274 due to births. The number of absconders 
shows an improvement in consequence of the favourable 
agricultural conditions. About 30/i of the male adults follow 
agricultural pursuits. 

Land and Cattle. — There was a slight increase in the area of the holdings 
and the number of cattle possessed by the members of the 
Criminal Tribes. On an average each adult member holds 
£8 ‘6 bighas of land .and 2*5 heads of cattle. 

In case of members who own more than sufficient number of 
cattle, the sale of a portion of the non-agricultural stock was 
on grounds of expediency permitted with a view to the sale 
proceeds being applied in part payment of the debts out- 
standing against them. 

Theft and Bad Cbabacters.— It is satisfactory to note that crime shows a de- 
crease having gone down from 706 to 548. Likewise there 
was an appreciable fall in the value of property stolen. The 
amount of debts has also slightly fallen ; but there was noticeablei^ 
increase in the number of A class members convicted as/' also 
in that of bad characters due to rigid registration and wj^h, 
now enforced. The Inspector General, it is hoped, will 
special care to settle these bad characters to agriculture; and 
the trying courts have been directed to administer deterrent 
punishment to habitual offenders. 

The Inspector General has not submitted the scheme aiming 
at the conversions of the criminal tribes into honest in- 
dependent workers and he is hereby asked to expedite the 
submission of that report.

I have the honor to submit the Annual Ro23ort for the year 1908, on 
the working of the Settlement and reclamation of the members of Criminal 
Tribes of class “A”. 


Establishment — The staff remained tlie same as that of last year, 
except that the Hindi Sarishtadar having died was replaced by Usmanali Khan. 

Willi a view to jirovide for the six old Sub -Inspectors of the Police 
who were rejected as unfit for that department, the Durbar were at my suggestion 
graciously jilcased to permit their services being exchanged with the younger 
men of this department where the phy.sical work is comparatively much lighter 
than in the Police. 

On the retirement of Sardnr Shamsher Singh in March last the working 
of the department was supervised by me. 

Tours — From loth May 1908 to December 1908, I toured through 
Sambbar, Marotb, Jodhpur, Merta, and Siwana Hakiimats. 

From the inspection of the Registers at Sambhar it was evident that in 
most cases the members of the Criminal Tribes while deeply under debt possessed 
superfluous cattle in addition to those required for cultivation. . 

General directions were consequently issued that in cases where sudjr 
superfluity of cattle existed they should be disposed of profitably during rains 
and proceeds utilized to liquidate tbeir debts. 

Inspector Magdat inspected the Parganas of Nagaur, Pali, Desuri and 
Sojat by making tour for 43 days. 

Motmid Subhanali Khan inspected the Parganas of Sojat, Bilara, Jetaran, 
Parbatsar, Maroth, Didwana, Sambhar, Merta and Pali by making tour for 1 87 
days, and completed almost all the enquiries entrusted to him. 

Season and orops.-l-The rainfall this year was abnormally heavy in 
almost all the districts which caused damage to the Bajra crop, the average 
yield being about 8 annas. 

■The Rabi crop is thriving so far. 
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Land Supveyed.^Thc three Amins surveyed 4399 Bighas and 8 
Biswas of land as detailed below : —

the Criminal Tribes is G,l96 against 6,207 of the last year showing a decrease 
of 3 1 due to deaths.
